Allerqy Control hy Observation

ALLERGY refers to « condition 
in which an individu al is over-sen­ 
sitive to some food, pollen, du st or 
other su bstance. The su bstance 
may get into the body by being 
breathed in, or by being eaten. In 
allergy, the patient may have vari­ 
ou s symptoms, depending u pon the 
part of the body affected. Common 
forms of allergy consist of peren­ 
nial rhinitis and asthma. 
In perennial rhinitis, there is 
almost n continu ou s watery dis­ 
charge fiom the nose with a great 
deal of sneezing. In asthma, there 
is wheezing, cou gh, and the bring­ 
ing u p of spu tu m from the lu ng. 


T r e a ti ng Allergy 


In treating these allergic disor­ 
ders, an effort is made to find the 
su bstances to which the patient is 
sensitive and to eliminate contact 
with them. According to Doctor 
Herbert J. Rinkel of Kansas City, 
Missou ri, it is u su ally not difficu lt 
to 
discover 
the 
su bstances 
to 
which the patient is sensitive that 
get into the body throu gh the air 
passages, bu t it is more difficu lt to 
find foods to which the patient re­ 
acts. Of cou rse, skin tests are made 
to obtain this information, bu t 
these skin tests are not always ac­ 
cu rate. 
A skin test is carried ou t by in­ 
jecting a few* drops of extracts of 
the variou s foods, u nder the skin, 
and noting whether 
a reaction in 
the form of a red swelling occu rs. 


Try ing Various F« mk1s 
Doctor Rinkel has devised a sim­ 
plified method for trying variou s 
foods to determine if the person is 
sensitive to them. Among the foods 
to which the patients react most 
frequ ently are wheat, eggs, milk, 
corn, oranges and tomatoes. The 
patient may also have su spicions 
that some certain foods cau se his 
difficu lty. 
Average servings of these su s­ 


pected foods, according to the plan 
of Doctor Rinkel, ^shou ld be in­ 
clu ded regu larly in the diet for at 
least two weeks. Then they are 
avoided 
completely for a period of 
fou r days. For five 
hou rs before 
the test, the patient takes no food 
or flu id. For fou r hou rs preced­ 
ing the test he takes no medicine 
and does not smoke. The food to be 
tested is prepared early, withou t 
any seasoning, 
then an am ou nt 
which may be eaten within a five- 
minu te period is served to the pa­ 
tient. 
If definite symptoms do not arise 
within a hou r after eating the 
food, the 
feeding is repeated with 
a half portion. 
Observed for Symptom« 
For one-half hou r before the 
test, for one hou r after the 
first 
feeding 
and for one-half hou r 
after the second, the patient is ob­ 
served to see if he has su ch symp­ 
toms as sneezing, itching of the 
nose, ru nning of the nose, clearing 
of the throat, cou ghing or wheez­ 
ing. 
At the end of the thirty-minu te 
rest period before eating, and at 
intervals of twenty, forty and 
sixty minu tes after eating, the pa­ 
tient's pu lse rate, brcathirxg rate 
and blood pressu re are recorded. 
Blood cou nts are also made to de­ 
termine the nu mber of white blood 
cells, particu larly the nu mber of 
eosinophils present. These eosino­ 
phils are increased in nu mber in 
patients who su ffer from allergy. 
At the time of the blood cou nt, 
qu estions are asked concerning 
su ch symptoms as tiredness, head­ 
ache, itching, u pset stomach, chill­ 
ing and sweating. All of these 
symptoms may be an indication of 
allergic disorders. 
It is perhaps possible that with 
this method of testing foods to de­ 
termine if they are cau sing al­ 
lergy, offending su bstances may be 
fou nd and eliminated from the 
diet.
